A final report from 
Responsible Hospitality 
Edmonton on the Night 
Ride pilot project will be 
in front of a council com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday. 

Program manager An¬ 
gela Turner said the group 
wants more than simply 
a weekend, late-night 
Wh 5 ^e Avenue bus service 
though, and is supportive 
of options outlined by 
Edmonton Transit officials 
earlier this year. 

The proposed network 
includes five routes from 
downtown and Old Strath- 
cona to Century Park, 

Mill Woods, Capilano, 
Clareview, Eaux Claires 
and West Edmonton Mall, 
operating through the 
night until regular service 
begins. 

That — and other 
phases of the $6.5 million 
plan — could be discussed 
during 2013 budget 
dehberations, and Turner 
hopes something comes 
of it. 

“Because of our work, 
we see a real need for Fri¬ 
day and Saturday nights,” 
she said. “So even if there 
was a decision to not be 
able to fund seven nights 
a week, we’d like to see 
two.” 

A total of 1,943 
passengers took Night 
Ride, offered Fridays and 
Saturdays Jan. 6 to April 
14. Patrons were picked 
up on Wh34:e Avenue then 
dropped off in the univer¬ 
sity area or at Southgate 
Transit Centre where taxis 
were waiting.

Using a bank card or cell¬ 
phone to pay fares on Ed¬ 
monton Transit could be an 
option in the future, says a 
new city report. 

Still a smart fare system 
based on distance travelled, 
“open” payment differs from 
a smart card because it is an 


account-based system where 
fare transactions are con¬ 
ducted and stored in a com¬ 
puter, rather than on the ac¬ 
tual card the customer uses. 

“You can have an ac¬ 
count with us and yes, you 
can get a smart card from 
us, but you also could use 
your bank card, you could 
use other methods,” said Pa¬ 
tricia Waisman, director of 
transportation services with 
Edmonton Transit. 

Payment could be taken 
out of an account or a bill 
could be sent, she added. 

“It’s good news,” said 
Coun. Don Iveson. “The new 
technology makes things 
flexible for customers.” 

The report will be before 


a council committee Tues¬ 
day, and Iveson would like 
to see it made a priority. 

“Timing is becoming 
more urgent,” he said. 

As chair of the Capital 
Region Board Transit Com¬ 
mittee, Iveson said there is a 
growing hunger for a region¬ 
al smart fare system, which 
would provide a seamless 
experience for traveling in 
and around the Edmonton 
area. 

The downside, though, is 
the cost. 

“Unfortunately it’s not 
cheap,” said Waisman. “But 
certainly ... when we can 
find the money, we would 
certainly love to be able to 
do that.” 


Cost comparison 


• A smart-card system 
in 2008 was pegged at 
$ 22.5 million, rising to 
$25.9 million in 2012. 


• To implement an 
account-based system 
in 2012, it would cost 
$23.9 million; $30 mil¬ 
lion including upgrades 
to fare boxes and other 
requirements.

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Spills bad for Alberta pipeline image: Pipeline boss 


Canada’s pipeline boss says 
he expects two recent leaks 
in Alberta will provide am¬ 
munition to opponents of 
the Keystone XL and North¬ 
ern Gateway projects. 

An Enbridge pumping sta¬ 
tion spilled 230,000 litres of 
heavy crude near Elk Point 
northeast of Edmonton last 


Monday. And a pipeline 
owned by Plains Midstream 
Canada leaked up to 475,000 
litres of light sour crude into 
the Red Deer River in central 
Alberta on June 7. 

Industry figures show 
at least 3.4 million litres of 
hydrocarbons have leaked 
from pipelines in the prov¬ 


ince every year since 2005. 

That is likely something 
that environmental groups 
trying to stop both projects 
will latch on to, suggests 
Doug Bloom, chairman of the 
Canadian Energy Pipeline As¬ 
sociation and president of 
Spectra Energy. 

“I think any kind of inci¬ 


dent, no matter how small, 
is going to be picked up by 
those who are going to op¬ 
pose any kind of energy de¬ 
velopment, and they’ll try 
and use it as a rationale for 
not doing it,” Bloom said 
Thursday after attending 
a Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon. 


“Any spill right now is go¬ 
ing to be bad timing. There’s 
such a focus now with Gate¬ 
way and with Keystone XL 
and other projects going 
through regulatory review. 
Any time there’s any kind of 
an incident no matter how 
large or how small, it’s going 
to be prominent.” 


Bloom said gone are the 
days when pipeline compan¬ 
ies rarely made the news and 
operated “under the radar.” 

“Over the last year or two, 
like it or not, we seem to find 
ourselves prominent in the 
news and in some cases for 
the wrong reasons.”

Accused in U of A shootings 
not allowed to contact parents 


Routine order. 

Prosecutor says it’s 
common to forbid 
contact with people 
who are considered 
important witnesses 


An armoured-car guard ac¬ 
cused of gunning down three 
of his crewmates during a 
robbery at the University of 
Alberta has been forbidden 
to have any contact with a 
long list of people, including 
his parents. 

Most of the people on the 
no-contact list are expected 
to be witnesses, said chief 
Grown prosecutor Steve Bi¬ 
lodeau, who handled Baum¬ 
gartner’s brief court appear¬ 
ance personally. 

“It’s actually a pretty rou¬ 
tine order with important 
witnesses,” Bilodeau said out¬ 
side court. “While he’s in re¬ 
mand, he can’t phone them 
or contact them in any way.” 

The order also includes 
several of Baumgartner’s 
friends and co-workers, as 
well as any employee of G4S 
Ganada, the security com¬ 
pany that he was working for 
at tire time of the robbery. 

Police say Baumgartner, 
21, was one of five armed

Art. Alley dumpsters latest gallery for Edmonton 


Edmonton’s newest art gallery 
opens Saturday in a downtown 
alley, and the canvas is an 3 ^thing 
but ordinary.

Every day, Edmontonians 
dutifully work their way to 
one of the city’s three Eco 
Stations where they hand 
over everything from house¬ 
hold hazardous wastes to 
outdated computers. 

But amid the toxic trash, 
plenty of reusable items are 
discarded — chairs, sofas, 
tables, TVs, golf clubs — 
that are too good to take to 
the landfill. 

Instead of trucking the 
stuff away, the city has es¬ 
tablished its first “reuse 
area” at the Ambleside Eco 
Station on Ellerslie Road 
and 147 Street. 

Better yet, it’s all free. 
Residents are welcomed to 
drive up, prowl around and 
take what they want. 

“There is everything 
from exercise bikes to 
couches and tables to golf 
clubs, just about anything

you might find in an aver¬ 
age household,” said Con¬ 
nie Boyce of waste manage¬ 
ment services. 

Tony Colangelo, man¬ 
ager of the Eco Station, said 
staff checks out appliances 
by plugging them in briefly, 
but don’t look for any guar¬ 
antees. 

He said they get a lot of 
sofa sets, many of which are 
in excellent condition. 

The Ambleside Eco Sta¬ 
tion is the newest in the 
city, and the only one that 
had room for a reuse centre. 

The next eco station, 
planned to open on the 
north side next year, will 
have a reuse station, as will 
all further stations, she 
said. 

The city is holding an 
official opening Friday, al¬ 
though the centre has been 
in operation since April 
30th.

New cancer 
research pinpoints 
what works best 

University of Alberta 
researchers have developed 
a method of pinpointing 
what drugs work best with 
specific types of cancer, 
which could result in longer 
survival rates. 


Dr. Jack Tusz 3 mski and his 
team looked at thousands of 
patients with various types 
of cancer, and found “disor¬ 
ganized” cancers are more 
difficult to treat and result 
in lower survival rates. 

Research indicates phys¬ 
icians could use a mathemat¬ 
ical equation to determine 
how disorganized a cancer 
is, allowing doctors to use 
drugs that attack the more 
complex cancers specifically. 


“If you examine the 
cancer cells, you can make 
a prediction of what sort of 
chance there is of surviving 
this type of cancer,” said U of 
A’s Dr. Jack Tusz 5 mski. 

“Once you know this, you 
can target the key hubs in 
the network for cancer treat¬ 
ment. It’s quite exciting.” 

So far, they have ac¬ 
cumulated information 
on only 14 of 200 known 
types of cancer, but they 


are some of the big ones — 
lung, melanoma, pancreatic 
and prostate, for example. 

The research is more 
important to medical re¬ 
searchers at this time, but 
the next step will be for 
drug development. 

“We hope that once we 
identify the right target, we 
can dramatically improve 
outcomes, maybe by a 
few years.”

Summer is upon us, which 
means warm weather and 
hkely some sweaty days. 

Thankfully, two University 
of Alberta researchers have 
determined cotton as the best 
fabric for warding off stinky 
sweat molecules. 

Textile science profes¬ 
sor Rachel McQueen teamed 
up with chemistry scientist 
James Haiynuk to hand out 
two specially sewn T-shirts to 
18 people to wear during 20 
workouts over 10 weeks.

“So the washing 
was not as effective in remov¬ 
ing the smelly molecules as it 
was with the cotton.” 

The antimicrobial finish 
had little effect, he added. 

Both McQueen and 
Haiynuk said they would like 
to do more controlled test¬ 
ing, eventually resulting in a 
garment that can be 
washed less often. /

Indonesian air-force plane 
crashes into housing complex 


Jakarta. Aircraft built 
in 1958 rips through 
houses in ball of fire, 
killing passengers and 
residents 


An Indonesian air-force plane 
slammed into a military hous¬ 
ing complex and ignited a 
huge fireball Thursday while 
tr 3 dng to land in Jakarta, kill¬ 
ing all seven people aboard as 
well as two toddlers and their 
nanny. 

The pilot, co-pilot and five 
trainees aboard the Fokker 
F-27 were on a routine train¬ 
ing flight when it crashed 
into houses in a neighbour¬ 
hood about 1.5 kilometres 
from the runway on which it 
was tr 3 dng to land, Indones¬ 
ian militaiy spokesmen said. 

Raging orange flames 
jumped several metres into 
the air and a huge column of 
black smoke billowed over 
the eight homes damaged in 


the crash in eastern Jakarta. 

Twelve people were in¬ 
jured, two of them critically. 

“I could hardly believe my 
eyes. There was a military 
plane that crashed and hit the 
houses,” said Hendra, a resi¬ 
dent of the air-force complex 
who goes by only one name. 
“At once, the situation turned 
into chaos. All the residents 
fled in panic. Women and 
children were screaming hys¬ 
terically.” 

He said he helped at least 
five injured people, mostly 
with burns, to a nearby air¬ 
force hospital. 

Six of the people aboard 
the plane died instantly, and 
the co-pilot died later while 
being treated at a hospital, 
air-force spokesman Rear Ad¬ 
miral Azman Yunus said. 

The plane broke into two 
parts as it ripped through the 
houses and plummeted to the 
ground, said air-force spokes¬ 
man Col. Agus Sasongko Jati. 
The three people killed on the 
ground were two children in 


one of the houses, aged two 
and six, and a woman who 
worked as their caretaker, he 
added. 

The aircraft, which was 
built in 1958 and has been 
used by Indonesia’s air force 
for the past 35 years with 
14,900 flight hours, was de¬ 
clared airworthy before it 
took off for its second train¬ 
ing flight of the day under 
clear skies. 

“It seemed that the pilot 
was tr 3 dng to land on a near¬ 
by paddy field,” Jati told The 
Associated Press. “But it was 
not clear whether it was be¬ 
cause of an emergency.” 

Running text on TVOne 
said the black boxes of the ill- 
fated plane have been discov¬ 
ered, but Jati did not confirm. 

The crash comes after a 
Russian Sukhoi passenger jet 
crashed last month into an 
Indonesian volcano during a 
demonstration flight for po¬ 
tential buyers, killing all 45 
people aboard.

Paraguay congress votes to impeach president 



The lower house of Paraguay’s 
opposition-controlled congress 
voted Thursday to impeach 
leftist President Fernando Lugo 
for his role in a deadly clash 
involving landless farmers, 
adding to the South American 
nation’s political turmoil and 
prompting frightened resi¬ 
dents of the capital to shutter 
businesses and pull children 
from school. 

Lugo immediately appeared 
on national television and 
promised to face a possible 
impeachment trial “with all 
its consequences,” dismissing 
rumours that he might resign. 


The lower house approved 
the impeachment trial by a 
vote of 76-1. The motion now 
goes to the opposition-con¬ 
trolled Senate, where the trial 
would be held if approved. 

There was no immediate 
word on when the Senate 
might vote on whether to im¬ 
peach Lugo and force him to 
face what is known in Para¬ 
guay as a “political trial.” 

Critics blame Lugo for the 
violence that erupted last 
week when police tried to 
evict about 150 farmers from 
a 4,900-acre reserve. Seventeen 
people died in the clash. 


Lugo, 63, has expressed sor¬ 
row at the confrontation and 
accepted the resignations of 
his interior minister and his 
chief of police. 

On the streets of the Para¬ 
guayan capital, opinions about 
the impeachment effort were 
mixed. 

“Lugo should finish his 
mandate and afterward we will 
elect someone who belongs 
to us,” said Benito Canete, a 
68-year-old concierge in an 
apartment building. “I think 
that if they get rid of him now 
it will be bad for the country.”

Neighbourhood watch volun¬ 
teer George Zimmerman re¬ 
enacted the fight he had with 
Tra 5 won Martin in a police 
video released Thursday, giv¬ 
ing his most detailed account 
yet of what led him to fatally 
shoot the unarmed black teen¬ 
ager. 

Zimmerman claims in the 
video that Martin said “you’re 
going to die” and reached for 
Zimmerman’s gun just before 
the shooting. 

The police recording was 
taken a day after the Feb. 26 
shooting.

atric institution instead of 
prison. Ultimately, it’s up 
to the Oslo district court

Crouching at dawn in the 
savannah’s tall grass, the 
lions tore through the flesh 
of eight goats. Dogs barked, 
women screamed and men 
with the rank of warrior in 
this village of Maasai tribes¬ 
man gathered their spears. 

Kenya Wildlife Service 
rangers responded to the at¬ 
tack, but arrived without 
a veterinarian and no way 
to tranquilize the eight 
lions and remove them from 
Ilkeek-Lemedung’I, a settle¬ 
ment of mud and stone 
homes not far from the edges 
of Nairobi National Park. 

In the end, the Maasai 
men — who come from a 
tribe renowned for its hunt¬ 
ing skills — grew tired of 
waiting, said Charity Kin- 
gangir, whose father’s goats 
were attacked Wednesday. 
The men speared the lions, 
killing six: two adult lion¬ 
esses, two younger lions and 
two cubs. 

The lions had killed eight 
goats, each worth about $60. 

Wednesday’s killings 
highlight the growing threat 
to Kenya’s wildlife posed by 
the rapid expansion of its 
capital. A week earlier, resi¬ 


dents from another village 
on Nairobi’s outskirts killed 
a leopard that had eaten 
a goat. Last month, wild¬ 
life service agents shot and 
killed a lion moving around 
the Nairobi suburb of Karen. 

On Thursday, three lions 
attacked and killed three 
goats outside Nairobi Nation¬ 
al Park. Rangers chased the 
lions back to the park. 

Earlier this week, the 
Kenya Wildlife Service sent 
out a public notice pleading 
with people who encounter 
wild animals “to desist from 
killing them.” 

As Nairobi enjoys a boom 
in apartment and road con¬ 
struction, an expanding 


population centre is put¬ 
ting heavy pressure on the 
animals, especially big cats. 
Nairobi National Park is the 
only wildlife park in the 
world that lies in a country’s 
capital. 

Killing lions is a crime 
in Kenya, but those who 
lose livestock to big cats fre¬ 
quently retaliate. About 100 


lions are killed each year, 
and the country’s lion popu¬ 
lation has dropped to about 
2 , 000 . 

Lions, especially ones who 
leave Nairobi National Park, 
which is not completely 
fenced in, are at risk. After 
Wednesday’s killings, the 
park had 37 left, KWS esti¬ 
mates.

The ruling also claimed that 
he played online video games 
for hours on end and tends to 
be “combative when people 
don’t agree with him.”

Magnotta gets trial by jury 



Court appearance. 

Suspect declines 
psychiatric evaluation, 
will face preliminary 
hearing in March 2013 


Luka Rocco Magnotta made a 
brief, surprise appearance in a 
Montreal courtroom Thursday 
to tie up a few loose ends in 
his case before vanishing from 
public view until early 2013. 

The accused body-parts 
killer had court dates set for 
early next year and was told he 
will face a preliminary hearing 
next March where part of the 
evidence against him will be 
heard. 

Magnotta, charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
sla 3 dng of Chinese student Jun 
Lin, 33, has opted for a trial in 
front of a jury. 

He asked that he receive 
medication while incarcer¬ 
ated. 

And he introduced his 
team of three lawyers, includ¬ 
ing a lead attorney from To¬ 
ronto. That lawyer did not ask 
for a psychiatric evaluation. 


contrary to what one of his 
colleagues suggested earlier in 
the week. 

There was one other 
surprise twist Thursday: 
Magnotta appeared in court in 
person. Authorities had hinted 
that the 29-year-old murder 
suspect would appear by video 
link, as he had at his first court 
appearance earlier this week. 

While Magnotta looked 
sleepy, he appeared to follow 


the proceedings attentively. 

His lead defence attorney, 
Luc Leclair, made a brief state¬ 
ment at the end of the hear¬ 
ing. 

“Mr. Magnotta waived his 
rights to extradition because 
he wanted to come back to 
Montreal,” Leclair said, with¬ 
out taking any questions. 

“He trusts the Canadian ju¬ 
dicial system.”

Homolkanowa 
mother of three living 
in Guadeloupe: Ebook 


She horrified the country with 
her role in the torture and kill¬ 
ing of Ontario school girls two 
decades ago, now she has three 
children of her own. 

Years after her case gripped 
the country, Karla Homolka 
has been foimd living in the 
Caribbean under a different 
name with a husband and 
three young children. 

The details of her life after 
12 years in prison are detailed 
in an 46-page ebook by journal¬ 
ist Paula Todd, titled “Finding 
Karla.” 

In the early 1990s, Hom¬ 
olka and her then-husband, 
Paul Bernardo, were convicted 
of crimes related to the rape 
and murder of two school¬ 
girls, Kristen French and Leslie 
Mahafiy. 

While Bernardo went on to 
be sentenced to hfe in prison, 
Homolka struck a deal with 
prosecutors in 1993 to serve 12 
years in prison for manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

Little has been known 
about Homolka’s life since she 
was released from prison in 
2005. 

For Todd, that lack of in¬ 
formation drove her to figure 
out what had become of the

Flaherty introduces new 
mortgage, lending rules

Buying a first home or taking 
out a loan against an existing 
residence will be more difiicult 
for Canadians imder new rules 
annoimced Thursday, but Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty says 
it’s for their own good. 

For the fourth time in as 
many years, the finance minis¬ 
ter moved to tighten the mort¬ 
gage and lending landscape 
— changes that mean up to 
five per cent of Canadians who 
might be considering buying a 
new home wiU likely no longer 
qualify. 

This time Flaherty’s cutting 
the maximum amortization 
period for government-insured 
homes to 25 years from the cur¬ 
rent 30 years, and limiting how 
much homeowners can borrow 


on the value of their homes to 
80 per cent from 85 per cent. 

Those are not the only chan¬ 
ges the government is making. 

It wiU no longer be in &e 
business of insuring homes that 


are worth more than $1 million 
— meaning buyers will need 
to put up at least a 20 per cent 
down payment or seek private 
insurance. 

As well, it wiU insist that pro¬ 


spective buyers have the means 
to afford mortgage payments, 
property taxes and heating costs 
on their home. 

It wiU do so by setting cost 
ratios based on household in¬ 
come — a kind of afibrdability 
ratio — of 39 per cent for gross 
debt service and 44 per cent for 
total debt service. 

“It’s a question of trying to 
moderate behaviour and I hope 
Canadians wiU reflect before 
they jump into a market at the 
high end,” Flaherty said. 

“It will mean that some 
people will not buy into the 
market. It will also mean that 
some people will buy less into 
the market; they’ll buy a less ex¬ 
pensive home or less expensive 
condominium. 

“Good. I consider that desir¬ 
able.” 

The changes go into effect 
July 9. 

The most significant change 
is the reduction to the amortiza¬ 
tion period, bringing it back to 
the level it had stood historic¬ 
ally before rising to as high as 
40 years during the heady pre¬ 
recession days of 2006.

IPOs out of vogue since Facebook’s flop

It’s been a month since Face- 
book’s IPO fell flat, and in that 
time the market for initial pub¬ 
lic offerings has collapsed. 

No company has gone pub- 
hc since May 18, compared 
with 19 in the same period a 
year ago. Fourteen offerings 
have been withdrawn or de¬ 
layed, according to Dealogic. 

There are no pubhc offer¬ 
ings scheduled this week. Of 
course, thanks to the Euro¬ 
pean debt crisis, financial mar¬ 
kets haven’t been terribly con¬ 
ducive to IPOs. Still, venture 
capitalists say the fallout from 
Facebook’s rocky IPO is mak¬ 
ing companies — especially 
those in the technology sector 
— cautious about going public.

It wasn’t supposed to be 
this way. The Internet industiy 
that captivated the investment 
world in the late 1990s and 


went bust as the next decade 
began had pinned its hopes on 
Facebook’s stock market debut 
to signify the beginning of a 
new era. In Sihcon Valley, the 
IPO had been billed as “the big 
one,” an earth-shaking event 
that would unleash a wave of 
investment in technology star¬ 
tups. 

Instead, from the first- 
day-pop-that-wasn’t to the 
investor lawsuits and falhng 
share prices that followed, Fa- 
cebook’s $16-billion US initial 
public offering has resulted 
in nothing but trepidation 
among tech entrepreneurs and 
those who supply their early 
funding.

Economy 
running on 
fumes: Carney 

Canada’s relatively 
healthy economy has been 
largely based on borrowed 
money but the situation 
cannot go on indefinitely. 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney warned 
Thursday. 

The central bank gov¬ 
ernor’s stern words to a 
business audience in Hah- 
fax came just hours after 
federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty moved to 
clamp down on household 
lending. 

Carney made clear that 
he endorses the moves, 
calling them “prudent” 
and “timely” to support 
the long-term stability of 
the housing market and 
guard against financial 
excesses. 

Carney suggested he 
has no patience for the 
view that instead of rais¬ 
ing interest rates his next 
move will be to cut the 
trendsetting overnight 
rate from the current one 
per cent, where it’s been 
since September 2010. 

“Our economy cannot 
... depend indefinitely on 
debt-fuelled household ex¬ 
penditures, particularly in 
an environment of modest 
income growth,” he said. 

“Notably, housing 
investment rose further 
relative to GDP in the first 
quarter, and accounts for 
an unusually elevated 
share of the overall Can¬ 
adian economy.”

A class-action lawsuit against 
BMO Nesbitt Bums, BMO In¬ 
vestorline and BMO Tmst Com¬ 
pany has been certified by the 
Ontario Superior Court.

None of the allegations have 
been proven in court.

8 Beau Hossler. The amateur golfer participated in 
the U.S. Open on the weekend, and while he didn’t 
come close to winning — he finished tied for 29th 
after briefly holding the lead in the second round — re¬ 
member this: He’s only 17.

Seth MacFarlane has certainly 
established himself as a bona 
fide entertainer, with three ani¬ 
mated series on TV, 2.2 million 
Twitter followers and a bur¬ 
geoning career as a crooner. 

And now he makes his debut 
as a director with the comedy 
Ted. So why has it taken him 
this long to get aroimd to mak¬ 
ing a movie? 

A lot of that had to do with 


making sure his flagship prop¬ 
erty could survive without him. 

“Family Guy had that little 
cancellation thing happen,” 
MacFarlane says, referring to 
the hit show’s brief death in 
2001 and rebirth in 2004. “I 
wanted to make sure that it 
was fully on its feet after com¬ 
ing back before I stepped away 
to do a film because it did mean 
stepping away from that show 


completely for at least a year.” 

And while Family Guy has 
its origins in a pair of animated 
film pitches MacFarlane de¬ 
veloped, Ted took the reverse 
track: “This was an idea that 
had actually been floating 
around in my head for a while. 
I had originily conceived it as 
an animated series idea and for 
a number of reasons shelved 
it,” he recalls. “When it came 


time to do my first movie, it 
seemed like a stoiy that would 
make a much better film than 
a series.” That idea — about a 
man (Mark Wahlberg) and his 
teddy bear (voiced by MacFar¬ 
lane) that magically came to 
life when he was a kid — might 
seem cartoonish on paper, but 
MacFarlane’s main concern 
was making the situation be¬ 
lievable.

Bobby Womack has seen it 
all. He started his career in 
the ’60s, collaborating first 
with Sam Cooke, then with 
everyone from Ray Charles to 
Aretha Franklin to Jimi Hen¬ 


drix. 

His solo career took off in 
the ’70s, and the material he 
released then has made an 
indelible, if underappreci¬ 
ated, mark on pop music. But 
after a few unsuccessful al¬ 
bums released in the ’80s and 
’90s, and some time in rehab, 
Womack had all but given up 
on his life as an artist. 

Thankfully, his talents did 
not go unnoticed by Damon 
Albarn, whose collaborative 
brain-children have included 
Blur, Gorillaz and The Good, 
The Bad and The Queen. 
After having Womack add 


guest vocals to a few Gorillaz 
tracks, Albarn approached 
the soul singer about doing a 
full-length album. Though ap¬ 
prehensive, Womack agreed 
to go into the studio. 

“I didn’t know what was 
going to happen. 1 hadn’t 
picked up my guitar for a 
long time,” Womack says. 
“Plus, I had walked away 
from drugs completely, so 
that’s like a whole new life 
— I found out 1 couldn’t fit 
in because all I knew was a 
bunch of druggies, whether 
they were musicians or what. 
... They was too paranoid to

be around me.” 

Womack and Albarn 
settled into a comfortable 
collaborative relationship, 
which produced an album in 
record time. 

“I’ve never cut an album 


this quick,” Womack says. 
“What Damon Albarn would 
do, he would start pla 5 dng 
a track and once he played 
that track I’d say, ‘Man that 
sounds like me. I can do this.’ 
And he said, ‘OK, we’ll do it’ 
and I’d jump on the song and 
before I knew it, the song was 
finished. He had a nice way of 
approaching me. He let me 
do what I wanted to do. It was 
a creator talking to a creator 
— the things that (I had been) 
afraid to try, I wasn’t afraid to 
try with him.” 

And so the world now 
has The Bravest Man in the 


Universe — Womack’s first 
album of original material 
in more than 15 years, with 
featured collaborations with 
Lana Del Rey and Malian 
singer Fatoumata Diawara. 
Albarn’s electro-beat imprint 
is apparent — and will serve 
to draw new and younger 
listeners in — but Womack’s 
thoughtful soul is at the heart 
of the record. 

“I love the fact that I 
have something to say,” says 
Womack “And I’m going to 
say it. And I think the best 
way to say it is on this new 
album.”

Falling Skies 
producer Steven 
Spielberg wants show 
to ‘Amp it up’ 


Noah Wyle is confronting an 
alien invasion, the death of his 
wife and the potential annihi¬ 
lation of the human species in 
Falling Sides. 

But he had to face a more 
personal issue in tackling the 
role of history professor Tom 
Mason in TNT’s sci-fi series, 
which airs Simday nights: 
Wyle, 41, has become an elder 
statesman, relatively speaking. 

“Fm Anthony Edwards,” 
said Wyle, referring to the ER 
co-star who’s got eight years on 
him and boasted more credits 
when they started on the med¬ 
ical drama in 1994. 

“Fm the guy who’s been 
aroimd a httle longer and has 
a httle more set savvy.” 

It’s a shift that came up fast¬ 
er than expected for Wyle, who 
looks younger than Ms years 
despite the beard he added for 
gravitas on Falling Sides. 

“When I showed up on set 
and realized I was going to play 
a father to Drew Royce, who’s 
26, my first instinct was, ‘You 
gotta be kidding me.’ Then I 
thought, ‘Why is nobody else 
having a problem with this?’” 

With Ms own cMldren just 
9 and 6 years old, Wyle pro¬ 
tests, “I’m a yoimg dad.” 

His TV expertise is much 
appreciated, said Remi Au- 
buchon, the show’s executive 
producer. 

“Noah is a terrific example 
for the rest of the cast and us. 
He’s always on set prepared 
and he stays on the set. And 
tMs is a revelation for me, 
he reads scripts early and Ms 
notes are always well thought- 
out and smart.” 

InteUigence is a hallmark of 
Wyle’s characters smce ER, the 
actor acknowledges: “I tend to 
play smart guys, wMch I like. 
Brams over brawn.” 

But Professor Tom is far 
from desk boimd. There’s 
plenty of opportuMty for Mm 
to show off Ms action skills as 
Tom and other EartMmgs fight 


multi-legged ahens, imfondly 
nicknamed “skitters” by their 
human prey, and their murder¬ 
ous robots. The 10 episodes of 
season two, filmed in Vancou¬ 
ver, bring new depth to the 
characters and begm to unfold 
the “m34hology oMon” sur- 
roimding the aliens and their 
mission, Wyle said. 

“It feels a lot fresher, a lot 
more fim, instead of going, ‘I’m 
Tom Mason, I used to be a Ms- 
tory professor. To prove that, 
I’m going to cite Mstorical ref¬ 
erences for each one of these 
battles,”’ he said. 

There’s defiMtely more 
action afoot tMs season, Au- 
buchon said, and at the specific 
direction of executive producer 
Steven Spielberg. 

“His primary tMng, and I be¬ 
lieve he used these words, was, 
‘Amp it up. Fans want more. 
We have to deliver more than 
we did m the first season,”’ Au- 
buchon said. With six months 
elapsed since the invasion, and 
the iMtial trauma past, the con¬ 
flict had to evolve. 

The 2nd Mass imderstands 
“we’re not playmg an 3 miore, 
we’re not Mdmg, and if we die, 
we die honourably,” he said. 

Spielberg was also adamant 
that Fallmg Sides avoid tummg 
into a “hardware show” with 
emotions swamped by special 
effects, Aubuchon said. There 
will be family time for Tom and 
Ms tMee sons, and romance as 
well. 

In one episode, widower 
Tom and lovely pediatrician 
Anne Glass (Moon Bloodgood) 
share a brief, tender moment 
over a rare chocolate treat Tom 
has foimd for her. 

Call it “post-apocalyptic dat¬ 
ing,” Aubuchon said, “when 
you know an alien might come 
around the comer at any mo¬ 
ment.” 

But the rewed-up alien ac¬ 
tion is the payoff for Wyle’s 
home-front audience, mclud- 
ing Ms son, Owen, who helped 
dad choose between pla34ng a 
policeman, lawyer, msurance 
adjustor or Falling Skies ahen 
fighter. 

“It keeps my son enter¬ 
tained,” Wyle said, smiling.

Hold Fast goes from book to film 


Movie. Story 
tells the tale of a 
Newfoundland boy’s 
quest to belong 


The classic Newfoundland 
novel Hold Fast, ranked by 
Quill & Quire as second only 
to Anne of Green Gables for 
Ganadian children’s books, 
will soon be a film starring 
Molly Parker, Andy Jones 
and soulful newcomer Avery 
Ash. 

Fourteen-year-old Ash 
hails from the tiny coastal 
community of Hant’s Har¬ 
bour, N.L., on the Bay de 
Verde Peninsula, a tight-knit 
town not unlike the fishing 
outport that his character, 
Michael, calls home. 

In the book, Michael is 
suddenly wrenched from 
everything he loves most 
when his parents are killed 
in a car wreck. He and his 
little brother, Brent, are sep¬ 
arated as the younger boy 
stays with their aunt and 
grandfather, while Michael 
heads to a larger city to live 
with his Aunt Ellen, played 
by Parker of NBG’s The Firm, 
and Uncle Ted, played by 
Newfoundland actor Aiden 
Fl3mn. 

Michael bonds in that 
troubled house with his 
cousin, Gurtis, but soon 


begins to crack under the 
weight of his grief, taunts at 
school and his Uncle Ted’s 
heavy hand. When those 
pressures build into a ma¬ 
jor blowup, Michael takes 
off with Gurtis in tow to the 
woodlands that were once 
his refuge. 

Their timeless quest for 
both freedom and belonging 
is set against the spectacu¬ 
lar backdrop of Newfound¬ 
land’s Gros Morne National 
Park and postcard-pretty 
fishing villages such as Bau- 
line. It’s an adventure film 
based on a story that still 
resonates almost 35 years 
after it was first published. 
Ash said during a brief break 
from filming. 

“Michael, at the start of 
the movie, he’s really quick 
to judge people. But at the 
end of the movie he learns 
that you can’t really judge 
people by how they look 
or by how they act at first 
sight. 

“You definitely can learn 
from this book. Michael ex¬ 
periences being picked on 
by a big bully at school, and 
other children or kids can 
learn that it’s not a good 
thing to do. It’s another way 
to reach out about bullying.” 

He flashed a wide grin as 
he talked about the thrill of 
making his first feature film 
after playing parts in local 
theatre. 


Ash and 12-year-old Doug¬ 
las Sullivan of St. John’s, 
who plays Gurtis, were se¬ 
lected after months of audi¬ 
tions around the province. 

It’s the second time Par¬ 
ker has filmed in Newfound¬ 
land after her role 10 years 
ago with William Hurt and 
Andy Jones in the film adap¬ 
tation of Newfoundland au¬ 
thor Ed Riche’s book Rare 
Birds. 


Her friendship and col¬ 
laboration with Hold Fast 
co-producer and screenwrit¬ 
er Rosemary House brought 
her back to the Rock right 
after 10 months of filming 
the new TV series The Firm, 
based on John Grisham’s 
best-selling novel. 

“I really love Newfound¬ 
land. It’s an incredibly spe¬ 
cial place and the people 
are amazing,” she said from 


Toronto. “I’ve always just 
found it a very moving place 
and a very creative place.” 

Parker’s character Aunt 
Ellen “is essentially a 
woman who’s married to a 
very controlling man who 
has rage issues.” 

When headstrong Mi¬ 
chael enters that volatile 
family mix, a battle of wills 
erupts that many teenagers 
will recognize, said House.

Currently, the Calgary-born 


actor can be seen playing Van¬ 
couver pohce detective Carlos 
Foimegra in the hit Canadian- 
made sd-fi/police drama Con¬ 
tinuum. His character partners 
up with a colleague from the 
future, 2077, City Protective 
Services (CPS) Ofircer Kiera 
Cameron, who, together with 
a group of death row terror¬ 
ists, travels back in time to the 
present day. 

“Carlos is rather intense and 
by the book, but I also wanted 
him to be someone who you 
could go out and have a beer 
with,” explains the actor. With 
Carlos it’s a matter of knowing 
when to get down to business 
and allowing your emotions to 
get away from you a little bit. 

In Continuum’s first season 
opener, A Stitch in Time, Ki¬ 
era Cameron (Rachel Nichols) 
is witnessing the execution of 
a terrorist cell, including its 


leader Edouard Kagame (Tony 
Amendola). But something hap¬ 
pens seconds before the terror¬ 
ists are supposed to be put to 
death, and they are transported 
back to Vancouver 2012. She 
joins forces with Carlos — who 
is imaware of her true identity 
— to find the terrorists before 
their actions alter the future. 

“From the very beginning 
Carlos is quite skeptical of Ki¬ 
era,” says Webster. “He can tell 
that something’s wrong and 
what she says is not all true. “As 
the season goes on, she proves 
invaluable as far as having Car¬ 
los’ back,” continues the actor.

Traditionally, summer is a time 
for men to show their alpha 
side by getting territorial over 
their barbecue cooking space 
while sporting a ridiculous 
apron. It’s a primal thing; raw 
meat, fire gazing and alcohol. 

Stereotypes aside, barbe¬ 
cuing is globally popular and 
perhaps one of the few occa¬ 
sions that you won’t complain 
when you’re presented with a 
charred carcass. 

However, there are ways 
that we can improve. Yes, 
gentlemen, barbecuing is not 
an runate skill. Chef Ben Bart¬ 
lett explains why there’s more 
to the cuisine than plonking 
raw meat onto a scorching grill. 

Bartlett says, “It’s about the 
flavours from the wood, mar¬ 
inates and spices. Flavoured 


woods hke cherry and apple or 
oak add a great smokey depth 
to meats.” 

There are also some really 
simple things that we can do 
to make sure that the meat is 
properly cooked. The chef sug¬ 
gests, “If you use coals, heap 
them up into a pyramid add 
fresh fuel to the edge and push 
inwards — it creates a really 
even cooking platform. Sec¬ 
ondly wait till your wood or 
coal goes ashen grey to avoid 
flare-ups.” 

The U.K.-based BBQ su¬ 
premo continues, “Take your 
meat out 30 minutes before 
you cook, so that it reaches 
room temperature — it’ll cook 
more evenly this way. You want 
to achieve a core temperature

All Yakupov can do is shrug 
his shoulders and stress — 
again and again — that he 
prefers the Stanley Cup to Ga¬ 
garin Cup, the one awarded to 
KHL champions. 

So do two other players 
with Russian ties counted 
among the top forwards avail¬ 
able, Alex Galchen 3 mk and 
Mikhail Grigorenko. All three 


pose high-risk, high-reward 
scenarios. If clubs get skittish, 
defenceman Ryan Murray 
from Regina Canada could rise 
all the way to the top spot. 

The Edmonton Oilers have 
the No. 1 pick for the third 
straight year and while gen¬ 
eral manager Steve Tambel- 
lini says he’s “comfortable” 
holding onto it, he’s not rul¬ 
ing out shipping the selection 
elsewhere if another team 
provides a package that would 
give the struggling franchise 
an immediate lift.

the hockey world. 

When Tambellini took Tay¬ 
lor Hall first overall in 2010, 
there was no question about 
the decision, as good as Tyler 
Seguin has been in Boston.
